The Party of Dishonor.

When Governor Seymour sta'ed that hLe
oonld not with *~honor'’ bevome the caudidate
of the Demoocratic Convention, he gave us a
toxt of more than usual mwaning, We have
no oconcern with the saspicions snd acousa-
tions of foul play which cloud the Convention,
If Mr. Belmont managed the delegates as he
managea his Jockey Clab, and sold tha candi-
dates ont like #0 wmany horses in & ‘'pool” in
the interest of Mr, Seymonr, he mnust answer
to his party. This dishonor attendiug his con-
cern & of a more heivons description—a dis-
bonor aiming at the dignity aud peace of the
republio,

Demooracy is Revolution, It ia idle to aay
that the men who uvominated IFranoia P. Dlair
did not wmnderstand his platform. He is a
hrewd man, and tlie representativa of a fam-
fly of more than ordinary politioal pagacity,
He knew perfectly well, when he declared
himsslf in favor of military interference with
the Sonthern States, that he was appealing to
the convictions of the Democratic party. Il

came to them bearing an hovored sword; it |

was only by surrendering it, and ollsring to

join a dishonored couspiracy, that he conld |

find welcome and advaucement, We have
geen what a resolate but purposeless man like
Johmgon could do in distracting the nation.
With Blair as President, or rather with ths
party he represents in power, with filends in
Covgress, and Senators like Pesgenden and
Trombull aud Henderson, in the parpetual
agony of pleas and statates, he conld with
impunpity nszail the work of reconstruction,
-"ims order his military commanders to disparse
the Legislutures of the South, Wonld the
freaction’ stop hiere ! We remember that the
restoration of the Bourbons bhronght a worss
feature of Donrboulsm than that of Louia X1IV.
The restoration of Deniouracy means the re-
guscitation of the slave power with thestrength
of avger and vengeance, and without the re-
straiping intluenees of property,  There is
nothing positive in the Detmooratic polioy bat
vengeance and revolution, snd Geperal Blair
is the representative of thut feeling. The party
Lias no sywputhy with sy sentimeut of pro-
gress. It lhas an apolegy for every victory,
and & regret for cvery trinmph.

Demoeracy e Ia the time
of General Javkson the war«cry ol the Demo-
cratic party was Duolilog mwonsy.  Lvery debt
incarred by the vution was uot only to ba
paid, but every doliar in circulation w as to b
represented by its valoe in gold.  So tender
were these Democrats of the npstional honor
that they wouldl not allow the banks the ordi-
nary tses of oridit, Yel now the party stands
committed to repadiation.  Already its most
widely cironlatid vewspapers demand the
abandonment o! the whols debt. The “plough-
bolders” are oulled mpon 1o overthrow the
“hondholders, " and the debt inenrred in the
prosecution ofan ‘ sobo'y war' g to be swept
away by the friends ot the Reballion. No
matter what mosery way coms to widows and
orphans—- D0 watter for the shame that foreign
nationg will beap upon ns—this debt must be
digolaimed, or, if paid at all, paid in gresn-
backs—althongh the conotract, express and
i!.uplit.l, hliplllu.'.e-\i that it should be paid in
gold, In other words, to gratify the ambition
and hatred of these followers of a beaten Ro-
Lellion, the prond ngme of America 18 to he-
come & by-word sud wockery, and the boasted
lionor of on= people to be no better than Lhe
“‘honor'’ which prevails among the Barbary
pirates or the Princes of Abyssinia,

The trivmph of' Demavracy means the trinmph
of Despotism.,  The world moves as oune
mwan., Climate, langaage, nationality, geo-
praphical difference do not arrest the maroh of
events, or oliange the application of graat
truths, Liberty is the same all over the
world, Buoceess here i3 snceess everywhers.
Failure in America means that Huongary, and
Ireland, and Poland must still remain in bon-
daga. There is not a lagitimist or despot in
the Old World who does not pray for the elac-
tion of Horatio Seymour. To them it would
have the historical significance of Charles ano-
ceeding Cromwell, and Bonaparte overthrow-
ing the republic. It would mean the arrest of
progress, the destruction of egual saffrage,
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remianding  these Btates  iuto a  con-
dition of anarchy, Rabuls ascend-
ing to power under the protection
of the Amwmerican solliers. When we

bring this Democracy down to its last analy-
giz we find the Revellion controlling, strength-
ening, mastering it. Governor Seymour aud
his “friends’’ burning negro orphan asylums
in New York, found proper sympathy in
General Forrest messacreing negro prisoners
in Fort Pillow.

All the reputatign he Las ever made as 3
speaker and writer, was made in St, Louls
durlnF the plavery excitements of the ten
years' previons to the Rebellion., Mr, Blair
was then the most extreme and improdent of
all the agitators for abolition iu that oity. But
it spema to be s mistuke 10 assert, a8 80 ANy
Liave dove, that his views were chavged daring
the war. He has sgain and again avowed Lis
continued adberencs to the duotrine of politi-
(ol freedow and equal righis for all men.

For exampls, on the 7th of Jana, 18495, M.
Mair was present at the Cooper Instiituw, and
wade & #prech to & vast assembly of oitizens
upon the close of the war and the siate o! the
country, Thoe geutiments of that meeting
conpernivg the freedmen wers expressed in
the following resolution, whigh was unaai-
moutly adepted, and whioh, alike from its
politics and its grammar, might natarally ba
rupposed to by Mr. Blair's own composition: —

“Repfved, That we hold this trath to be seil
txvident, that he with Wwhom we ol (ras! the
Tullet to save Lhe (e of the netlon, weoan Hke-
wike entrust the ballot Lo pregervelt; and «9

It seems clear that if the Republicau party
had recognized the ambitious General as a
leader, or had even taken the reasonable sod
necessary paing to meel hid views of his own
importance, he would never have been heard
of as onteide of that organization. Buat thers
it mo doubt 1hat the Kepublicavs traated him
with indifference and distrust, and are now
suflering the natnral penalty for their trapass
uyon his sensitive feelinga.

11is bid for a nomination by the Demograta
wis publicly mads. Had he not songhl for
this be would be no object for politiosl oriti-
cigm now, Or bad he, after openly hamilia-
ting himself, by falsifying hi= whole past
record, been dismissed in gniet contempt by
the Demogratic Convention, the Republicius
might well afford to leavs him still to silenos
aud guch retlections as he is compeatent to make
for himself, DBat he is the candidats of a
great party, nominally for the second office,
but practically for the fieat in the conutry.
The doctrines on which he was nowminatad,
therefore, however unpleasaut in themselves,
st be examined.

Thia, it eannot failed 1o be notieed, i a far
wores doctrine than wgsion,  The doctrine
of a majority of the Democratic party in 1540,
that a State might withdraw from tha Uuion,
hiag given thos conntry muoch tronble, logs, sod
expense, which, if most of that ‘party had
been trne to the Constitation, coulil bave been
eaved. [ut the doctrine of that party in 1863
is far worse.

DBut such & war i3 a [rightfnl prospeot for
this conntry. 1t wonlid not divide seotion from
gection, hut wonld rend fawmilivs, wonld fortify
every bonse agaipst its neighbor, would maks
all onr streets scenes of battle,

The election of Fransis . Blair wonld be the
approval by the peopla of his desire to tarn
onr political cuuvass into a blovdy war; to
wake panty ditfferences of opinion the snilicisnt
reagon for deadly personal enmity. It wonld
be the adoption by the United States of a Gov-
ernment by assssination and violeucs, instead
of a government by law.

A State, secediog, left the federal Govern-
ment in its integrity and vigor. Buot a Presi-
dept, declaring war sgainst Couvgress and
against ten States allied with Congress, would
divide the Government itself.

It i3 trne, the contest would ba unegnal.
When the Exeontive makes war on the legis
lature, the final trivmph is pretty sure to be
on the gide of the latter. This i3 espacially
the case where hLin repressnts tyraony, aud
they stand for eqnal rights, The precedents
of Charles I, and Louis XV, are not likely to
Le varied now,

Were he elected, and succeeszful in hia plan,
he would be above all law, the military die-
tator of the land. Were Le elected and yet
npeucceseful, atill the attempt to carry out
views wouldfcost the country more thao the his
former Rebellion,

Thers is po straining, no exaggeration, in
thiz statement of Mr. Blair's position. Here
ars his words: —

“We cannoot, therefore, undo the radical plan
of reconstruction by Coungresslonal sction: the
Henule will contioue a bar to Ite repeal. Mo-t
we tubinit te 11?2 How can It be overthrown?
It esnonly be overthrown by Lhe authiorily of
the lixecntive.

“Tuere Is bnt one way Lo restore the Govern-
ment and the Constitution, and that 1s forthe
Preslident elect to declire these nots nuall and
vold, compel the sarmy to undo 1ts asurpiations
"L the South, disperse the carpel-bag Stale Giov'
eronments, allow the white people Lo reorganlze
theirown Governments and elect Sens ors aud
Represeniatives,”

Whether the writer of thiz atrocions lan-
gunge kuew what he was saying i3 beeide the
guestion.  Probably not; it 15 at least less dis-
agreenble to suppose that he was in a state of
even more than usual excitement at the tims,
than that the former soldier of {reedom has
become a deliberate traitor. Buot he has not
retraoted the letter, and if slected, i3 pledged
to carry it out.

Whether the Convention that nominated
bim knew what they wers doing i3 also beside
the question, Probably wot; it is not attriba-
ting to them excessive patriotism or fanatical
devotion to priociple to assnme that they
knew the Demoeratic masses of the country
too well to ask them to vote dirvectly for trea-
#on or rebellion.

Iiut takipg the most favorable enpposition:
Suppose the letter mot to have been wrilten
early in the morning, and suppose the nowmi-
nation to have been made withont reference
to it, thovghtlessly, by a worn out conven-
tion, still the letter has been written as a
pledge, the candidate was immediately nomi-
vated upon it, and nopder the force of these
cireumstances, it 18 by that letter that the
Democratio party in this canvass must stand
or fall.

If that party socceeds, we have immediate
anarchy throngh
war. If that parly fails, we shall have har-
mony and union,

enuse,” The gentleman who nomlosted
Blair for the Presidency, wad one other than
the Rebel Gueneral Praston, of Kantutky,
who, if possible, deserved a severer panish-
ment than the other insargent leaders, inss-
much ss he had pot the excnse of Htate
gwceseion, He, in conjunotion with Breoken-
ridge, seduced thonsanda of the younng
men of Kentucky into the Confedaracy, Pres.
ton's nowioation was seconded by Fort Plilow
Forrest and Wade Hampton, who said iu his
recent address befora the alumnl and nuder-
groduates of Les's College, “‘the oanss for
which Jackzom (Stonswall) fell, cannot bis in
vain; but, in soma form, will yat trinmph,"
who declared in his New York ratification
gpeech that the disfranchised of the South
gbould cast their ballots, and the bayonet mast
forte an entrance for them into the ballot-
boxes.

In view of the great fezle io which the Tam-
many Fourth of July Convention closad its
in siew of the fmlure of that Conven-
tion to come up to the broad gronnd on which
the Democratio masses were prepared to meet
it, the evident tendency of popular opinion ts
to revert to the times when the perople found
that it was mnot safe to trost the Demooratie
party.

Seeing their grest victory abnsed t9 snch
purpuses, the prople abaudaned this party by
cowmon consent, and gave victories and great
gains in uumerous Statés to any orgaviza-
tibn  that promised suceessful opposition,
Hers was the hint for the Demooratio leaders.

From the very natare of the case tha Da-
mocracy revived wverywhere, avd the peopls
rejoiced in a prowised opportunity to put down
the men and the party they had sesmed to
gtamp with their approval by acting through
them during the war.  As the conntry is over-
whelmingly Democoratic in its normal stare,
aud asz the Iwuph- werg everywhere giving io-
dication that eight years' experiment of the
other party had sickened them, the case sermed
plain that there was to be a return to the nor-
mal condition.

the masses that ponred ont the blood and sab.
#oribed the money for the war. This will not

What Wade Hampton demands is “‘that the
white prople of the South shall vots, whether
the States in which they live have besn re-
congtructed or not—that Missigsippi, which
bas rejected the new constitution; Virginia,
which may render a similar verdiet; and
Georgin, whose Democratic legislators pro-
pose 10 defeat the Constitutional amendment,
shall participate with North Carolina aund
other restored States in the voting for Presi-
dent. e demanded that the Sonthern whites,
under other organizations than thoss forumed
or to be formed voder aots of Congress, shall
bave udission to the Elactoral College. Aund
Le declares that if by thesge devices a majority
of white votes be secured for Seywounr and
Blair—leaving the colored vote ont of the
atcount—thess candidates shall be installed in
power “Yin spite of all the bayonets that shall
be Lrought against them."” These purposes,
as we bave suld, are revolutionary. And we
Eave reazon to believe that they are shared
by that class of extremists for whom Wade
Hawpton spoke in this civy.

The World, however, conjures up a totally
diflerent hypothesis. It ignores the olaim sst
up in bebalf of the Southern whites regard-
legs of reconetruotion and other laws, and
seeks to justily Wade Hamptoo's threat by
assuming that it was directed against the
pesgible  exclusion, by Congress, of Btates
restored to representation, Thus it theo-
rizes:—

YEuppose, to Nlpsteate the princlple, thal the
reruit ol the eleetion sbould depead apon the
elecio)nl voles of the pewiy admitted State of
F.orios; thal Lue three voles of Florlds should
be Detnoem e, ana thil Cougress should sarow
them out sud decinre Genernl Graot elected,
Now,ou the supposition of o fulr eleetlon 1n
Flosica, tught the Demoeraiie purty submit ?
The question sanswers Iiself, only a negatlve
snswer Is possible,.'

Counting  the Hampton’s

TLe supposition is abemrd. There is no
more probability of exoluding Plorida, or any
otlier of the Southern States which have buen
restored to the Union, than of excluding New
The couuting of their
voles, whetlier Republican or Demooratie, is
pot optional with Congress, whose action on
Mr. Fdmunds' resoluntion, as amended, is a
guarantee of straightforwardness and adhe-
repee Lo duty. Tha Constitution protects the
rights of Btates within the Union, as the re-
copnstineted States will be.  And the joint
recolntion ndopted the other day declares in
advavce that the votes of communities which
may vot have complied with the terms of the
Becorstruction acts will not be admitted, The
gquestion will turpn, not upon the party com-
plexion of the votes, bul npon the relation of
the Btates to the Union. Florida, beiug in,
will vote as of course. Missiasippl, being not,
will not be allowed to vote, equally of counrse.

Will the Weorld drop fanciful conjectures,
and meet lairly the gquestion raised by Wade
Hempton's mennce ! Wa don't care what
wight be dope in the presence of a contin.
geuoy whioh eannot arise.  We want to koow
what, in the World's opinion, may, should, and
will be dope if Srymonr and Blair obtain a
waj rity by includiog in their oaleulation the
votes of Mississippi, and perhaps Virginia and
Georgis—if the reconstruction of these States
be not at the time perfected ?

Does onr contemporary demand the adinis-
slop to the Kleotoral College of the entire
Sontl, irrespective of the Reconstruotion acts?
apd i8 it prepuared to reoommend a resort to
violenes if admission be denied to portions of
the South, on the ground that, for purposss of
representation, they have not been restored to
the Union ! These are the (neries suggested
by Wiade Hampton's declaration, and we in.
vita the World to face and answer them,
sgquarely and frankly. Wade Hampton is too
Lrave & man to dodge the consequences of his
own argument; and if the World wounld be-
come his champion it should at least Imitate
Lis candor.

We are accustomed to regard the Panama
Railroad as the very best exsmplification yet
wrh oted of Ameriean energy and capsoity,
e d flicultivs enconutered were proaliar and
enormong; laborers conld soarcely by procired,
and those who conld be disd nearly as fust as
they were obinined; the cost far excseded any
previons estimste; yet the projsctord undanuat-
edly struggled on, and at leogth achieved &
wegbificent success—a trinmph which has
gencibly diminighed the sum of human wisery
and incrensed the aggregate of human wealth
aud comfort.

A rallroad to the Pacifio wholly through onr
own couuntry, conpecting onr seaboard cities
with the mining regions of our two great
ruvges of mountaing, the vast deserts which
nearly inclose them, and with the rising marts
of the Pacifie, was a still moras ardnocos and
costly nndertakivg.

The centenuial
celel ration of onr paiional anniversary will
probably see three distivet Hoes of railroad in
opera fon from the Mississipi to the Pasitio,
each conuecting with two or more through
lies from ile Mi=sissippi to the Atlantie.
Lok of the three will have been constracted
exclugively by American oapital, using only
Awerican Lron,

A Kindged thongh less importaut and far
less costly undertakiog is that of the Kast
India Telegraph Compsoy, wholly Awarican,
bt proposing to conneot the cradle and aucient
fovus of civilization with the entire occidental
world, Immediately, however, the Company
propeges to connect the great seaports of
Chiua, ten in uumber, from Canton to Shang-
Lai, by & submerged cable, 805 miles long,
with offices in each of the ten cities, whoae io-
habitants number in the aggregate nearly six
willions, and whose foreign trade alone
awounts to E100,000, 000 per annuwm.

As yet, no telegraph wire is stretched across
ope rood of the Chivese Fwupire, whoss enor-
wcusly dense popu'ation, immense tratilo, lite-
rary culture aud lack of post-office facilities
wounld seemn to render it preuliarly adapted to
the Introduction aud profitable use of tele-
graphs. 1o California, we learn, the Chinese
wake great use of the telegraph, as they wounld
natwially do at howe if they had it.  But popa-
lar prejndice, suggesting apprehensions that
the carrents of “good luck” will beiujurionsly
disturbed by setting the lightning to racing
sbon! as a messenger of commerce, has hitharto
prevented, and may long prevent, the estab-
lishment of internal lines of elavtric communi-
cation throughout that conservative empire,
The right te connect the several seaports by
submerged wires has, however, been cononded
to the East India Telegraph Company; and the
satisfactory improvement of the privilege thas
conceded will doubtless lead to still further
and larger copcessions. The business of the
great seaportg, however, i belisved, by those
who have personal knowledge in the premizes,
to be ample to render their connection in the
manner proposed amply remunerating to the
Compuny.
